EDITH NGAIO MARSH: THE WOMAN 


Marsh's preferred name "Ngaio" is the Maori name of the tree myoporium 
laetum. Born in Christchurch, New Zealand on 23rd April 1895; her father, Henry 
Edmond Marsh, a banker, was English, but her mother, Rose Seager, was a New 
Zealander. Both parents were avid readers and gifted amateur actors. Marsh's 
birth was not registered until 1899 and most standard works of reference give 
this as her birth date. In later life she was happy to have 'lost' four years 
and her close friends were happy to concur. She did then share her birthday 
with her beloved Shakespeare and also proves to have been the same age as her 
hero, Roderick Alleyn. 


Marsh studied at the Canterbury University College School of Art for 
about three years around 1919 and was for a time associated with the 
Christchurch Group. She exhibited both at home in New Zealand and in England. 
Two of her paintings appear in her book NEW ZEALAND Collins (1942). Little has 
been written about her as an artist but one commentator remarked in the 
Christchurch Star (24 Feb 1982) that her paintings "show a concern with the 
geometrical analysis of objects and an interest in line and elemental form 
which served her well as a novelist with the painter's eye for form and 
detail". Gradually her passion for the theatre and her need to earn her living 
by writing drew her in other directions. 


Throughout her very successful career as a writer of detective stories 
Marsh always maintained that her greatest interest was the theatre. Roderick 
Alleyn was named after the Elizabethan actor Edward Alleyn, founder of Dulwich 
College in London. Many of her books have theatrical settings and most contain 
Shakespearian allusions. Alleyn featured in all the detective novels. He was 
assisted by Inspector Fox in twenty-four books. The artist, Agatha Troy, who 
became Alleyn's wife, and a journalist friend, Nigel Bathgate, feature in some 
of the books with Bailey, the finger-print expert, and Vassili, Alleyn's man- 
servant, completing the entourage. 


Marsh's total literary output consists of thirty-two detective novels, 
eight short stories (six of which were criminous), and a number of playscripts 
and other theatrical material. She also wrote her autobiography and two 
topographic works. 


Marsh was made a member of the (British) Society of Authors in 1929 and 
later a member of The Detection Club. In 1978 she won a Grand Master Award of 
the Mystery Writers of America. She was also a member of the Royal Society of 
Arts. Awarded the O.B.E. in 1948, she was made a Dame Commander of the British 
Empire in 1966. The University of Canterbury opened the NGAIO MARSH THEATRE in 
1962 and the following year awarded her an honorary Doctorate in Literature. On 
lst March 1989 Ngaio Marsh was commemorated on an 80 cent New Zealand postage 
stamp. Marsh, who never married, died on 18th February 1982 and was cremated.

Dr. Henry Jellett (1872-1948) was born and educated in Ireland but 
practised for many years in New Zealand where he became a close friend of Ngaio 


Marsh. Together they wrote THE NURSING-HOME MURDER Bles (1936) which Ngaio 
Marsh stated in her autobiography was "the only piece of fiction I have ever 
written in collaboration". They also turned the book into a play which was 
staged only once before being allowed "to sink into decent oblivion". Over the 
years Jellett's name on title pages became smaller and smaller until it finally 
disappeared altogether. The prefatory note to DIED IN THE WOOL also 
acknowledges Jellett's help. 

Jellett's other writings include medical papers and textbooks, and a 
piece of Irish humour in dramatic form WISHA, GOD HELP US! AN ABSURDITY Caxton 
Press [NZ] (1941).
